WASHINGTON, D. C. — (ACP) — A statement of prin- 
ciples of the Commission of American Citizenship, in the form of 
a small volume, has been announced by the Rt. Rev. Msgr. Pat- 
rick J. McCormick, rector of the Catholic University of America 
and president of the commission. 

Under the title, “Better Men for Better Times,” the state- 
ment was written by the Rt. Rev. Msgr. George Johnson, director 
of the commission, with collaboration of the Rev. Dr. Robert Slvin, 
O.P., assistant professor of philosophy of the university. 

The book sets forth the basic philosophy of the commission, 
founded by the American hierarchy for the broadening and deep- 
ening of good citizenship through the educational processes of the 
Catholic schools of the United States. It deals with problems 
that must be solved for the security of American society.

NASHVILLE, TENN.— (ACP) — A powerful anti-bacterial 
substance which researchers believe will rival penicillin has been 
developed in the laboratories of Vanderbilt university school of 
medicine and is now the subject of extensive study there. 

This non-toxic drug, called flavicin, was first produced 
about a year ago, a few months after research was begun on pro- 
duction of penicillin, according to Dr. Milton T. Bush, assistant 
professor of pharmacology, and Dr. Andres Goth, research assist- 
ant who developed the drug. Dr. Leo Dickinson, another research 
assistant, has worked several months on the drug’s purification. 

“Flavicin is produced from a mold grown under much the 
same conditions as penicillin (the mold from which penicillin 
is extracted) , but requires a higher incubation temperature,” Dr. 
Goth said. 

“The mold matures in about seven days, while penicillium 
does not mature until 12 to 14 days.”

Diphtheria 

Immunization 

During the month of April, the 
Tenth Annual Diphtheria Immuniza- 1 
tion Campaign will be conducted 
through the joint efforts of the med- 
ical profession of Kansas City and the 
Department of Health. 

Diphtheria, in Kansas City, appears 
to be on the increase. 

It may be that a large number of 
children of families that have come to 
Kansas City for work in defense indus- 
tries, have never been immunized. 

An effort should be made to ex- 
tend this protection to the pre-school 
children. Diphtheria is especially dan- 
gerous during the second and third 
year of life and every child should be 
immunized toward the end of his first 
year. 

Parents are urged to consult their 
family physicians who, are cooperating 
with the Health Department in ad- 
ministering diphtheria toxoid for a 
nominal charge of $1.00 during the 
month of April.

Editor’s Note: These sidelights on the Midwest Valley IRC con- 
ference were written by Nikky Strong who, with Matty Pat CampbeH, 
Maria Hidalgo, and Dolores Riley, represented St. Teresa’s at the con- 
ference. The outstanding impression received by each of the CST 
delegates was the lack of a concept of moral order and justice in the 
proposed post-war rehabilatations. Drawing from their knowledge of 
these things received through Catholic education, the girls were able 
to convince fellow delegates that economic plans will crumble if God 
is left out of them. 

The train left at 2:30 and naturally you would imagine that 
our adventures began then. However, we found that our exper- 
iences began just twenty minutes sooner when we discovered our 
tickets were not all presentable on the same train between Omaha 
and Fremont. Faced with the danger of separation, we fled in 
terror to the nearest ticket agent (who happened to be quite 
young and handsome) and were informed our difficulties could 
be ably ironed out in Omaha. 

Having settled our first major problem, we successfully 
boarded the train with some 2,000 other travelers and, after care- 
ful examination found ourselves uninjured despite the recent 
combat action. While standing — humph — standing — and gazing 
out the windows, we viewed the platform where once the embat- 
tled students stood and sighed with relief at having abandoned the 
place. 

Omaha has a magnificent station which greets the worn 
traveler with open arms. We were met at the station by three stu- 
dents from St. Mary’s college who very graciously conducted us 
to points of interest in the city and who proved to be enjoyable 
conversationalists. 

Our minds were all working hard and fast wondering what 
tpye of place Fremont would be, where we would stay, etc.; and 
our imaginations were working just as hard and fast trying to sat- 
isfy our curiosity. But it was not long until we had our questions 
answered in a very pleasant way. Upon arrival in Fremont, we 
were met by students of Midland college who were to conduct us 
to the homes and dorms in which the delegates would stay. At 
first glimpse, Fremont is a typical small town and further inspec- 
tion reveals a warm, friendly air. All the townspeople were most 
gracious and obliging and consequently we returned home filled 
with a better conception of small towns, and the people in them. 
Our favorites, of course, were the family with whom we were 
privileged to stay, Mr. and Mrs. Reynolds and their daughter 
Susan, a Midland sophomore,— and, oh yes, a very friendly little 
dog appropriately called Trooper. 

We were welcomed into the Reynolds household at 1:00 
in the morning and Mrs. Reynolds had piping hot chocolate to 
give us the ‘at home’ feeling. Incidentally, one point of interest 
was found on the mantle in the form of a picture of a handsome 
Naval Cadet who is Susan’s financee. We all stared with envious 
oil’s and ah’s. 

The first day of the convention brought with it many new 
and intriguing personalities from various colleges. Among these 
were the Jap-American students from Drake university in Des 
Moines. When we saw how well they were received without the 
least sign of prejudice, we were quite proud to be Americans. As 
a further sign of our friendliness toward them, one was elected 
to an office in the club. 

Mina found much enjoyment in talking to a student of Mid- 
land whose home is in British Guiana. Both were happy to renew 
thoughts of homeland peoples and customs. (Your reporter found 
him to be a table tennis player par excellence.) 

Another boy who added knowledge gained from first-hand 
experience was an Austrian refugee who fled his native country 
just before the Germans entered. His views made us all stop and 
think; his quiet charming manner appealed to all who were 
present. 

Our own Mina proved to be a star at the convention and 
was taken into the heart of everyone with her declarations of 
South American political freedom. 

Among the highlights of the social activities was a St. Pat- 
rick’s Day Tea. The centerpiece on the table was a shamrock plant 
as authentic as is grown on any Irish green. A party and banquet 
were also given and, to say the least, our time was fully occupied. 

Six inches of snow dampened everything but our spirits.
